For us to get the Japanese woman to become 
A Public Witness for Christ 
has needed Just as determined effort as. shall I 
say! in Canada itself. B'li the Aiuiy is tie same 
in every land, and insists upon the sacrifice o! 
home comfort and retirement, In order that the 
wanderers may be hnnted after and brought home 
to GchJ. This im the sort of home inSuence — influ- 
ence -which we have been able to create even in 
Japan, where the entire weight .-.' every family is 
brought to hear generally to keep each one in the 
paths considered good by his ancestors. 

Canadians can appreciate the wonderful water- 
life that Is fo common in Japan, where it is possible 
all the year round. True, there are sometimes, for 
very short periods, extremes of cold which make 
it possible for even some waterways to be frozen 
up, and there ar in the north icy regions, where 
big stores of ice ire accumulated for summer use.

(American Journal of Psychology.) 
A scries of interesting experiments in which 
English sparrows have been taught to sing sweetly 
is recorded by Dr. Oonardi. The aim of the ex- 
periment has be-in to determine what are the con- 
ditions under which birds learn and cling to their 
traditional notes. For this purpose he has taken 
very young birds of non-musical species and kept 
them entirely with songsters, to determine whether 
they would thus acquire [he musical notes. 

In July, 1893. he put four Hedged English spar- 
rows into the nest of a pair of singing canaries. 
Three of them died, but the fourth survived. This 
one had already acquired a sparrow chirp: bu:. 
hearing thenceforth only the nott; of the canary, 
he went no further with the language which was 
his birthright, Instead, he came gradually, when 
amorjs the canaries, to give notes different from 
spanow talk. Even when ne was silent, if the 
canaries- were singlnsr he could '.:° seen moving his 
throat, as if he were trying to form the sounds, 
such -is a petSLin often inaiulibly follows a son^ 
which another is singing.

LABRADOR IS A PEACEFUL- LAND.. 

Sir William McGregor. Governor of Newfound- 
land, of which province Labrador is a dependency, 
has recently issued a report of a scientific and 
official visit which lie made to chat remote sea- 
board last summer, and among other aspects of the 
subject he treats especially of the absence of crime 
in that region. 

" Labrador," Sir William says, " has a resident 
papulation og lil.OOO, of whom 3.500 are whites, 
settled along its south coast. Many of tlie Indians 
are half-breeds, and there are 3,009 Esquimaux 
scattered along the northern waterfront. In ad- 
dition it is visited each summer by some 20,000 
Newfoundlanders, who engage in fishing, which is 
the chief pursuit of these people.

There <wlll be no sincere 
longing to turn away from every ^hindrance* to 
spiritual progress, no iaylu? »=Me cf "eight;, no 
crucifixion of self, no reckless abandonment to the 
will of God in unquestioning obedience in order that 
the work of the Holy Ghost may be completed, and 
thf heart made pure by the Spirit of God throusa 
the blood of the Lamb. 

There are two very important considerations to 
jbe borne in mine wbilo discussing this most im- 
portant subject.

2. — Han's greatest need is holiness. The Apostle,

but atso a warning. We cannot 'he trhat we ought. 
vu be without, uouii^as. Wt! uiuai walk in the ii^iit. 
if we woufd-know that "the blood of Jesus Christ 
cleanseth ua from all ■sin." If we would walk with 
God in ivhite in the Nsv. T Jc-msalem, then we must 
f?f©ar the spotless robes of a holy life Tvhlle here. 

If Tfl ponder deeply what this means; we - sl*3ll 
soon discover that holiness of heart is not only 
Sossible but Imperative. We must be holy in order 
to reach the -full 'stature of manhood In Jesus Christ/ 
isdeed, it- is ths only true, God-honoring iae to 
live.

■Holiness mean 1 ; complete deliverance from all sin, 
inward purity evidenced outwardly by Christlike 
character and conduct, aad by deeds of eharity 
and mercy. 

Conditien-- of Holiness. 

There are four conditions of entire sanctiflcation, 
namely. Conviction, Renunciation, Consecration, 
and Faith. 

1. — Conviction. This has been already mentioned 
above, it involves the full recognition of the need 
of holiness together with God's willingness and 
ability to cleanse from nil unrighteousness. The 
absence of this conviction Is frequently the cause 
of much failure, sorrow, and regret. Hence it Is 
so important that the seeder after 'holiness should 
be fully alive to- what it means. If he will, by 
earnest prayer, seek to know the mir.d of God, the 
Holy Spirit will illumine his heart and make clear 
lo him the will of God. 

2.— Renunciation. This renunciation must tie as 
absolute as it is Imperative, Then; must ho as 
sincere turning away from all known wrong as there 
Is of earnest seeking from God the divine gift. 
Passion must be slain. The sword of truth must 
be buried deep in the heart -of every dominant and 
dormant lust. Habit— 'binding, hindering, doubtful, 
unholy habit — must be dealt with in summary fash- 
ion, as it is a sworn enemy to spiritual progress. 
Belt — exacting, clamoring, ambitious self — must bo 
crucified with Christ in God. The world of fashion/ 
pleasure, luxury and ease must be abandoned. Mn.n 
must sell all that he hath that he may obtain this 
pearl of greatest price, " the one thing needful." 

3. — Consecration. "Not my will, 'but Thine, be 
done," was the Divine Master's cry In dark Getli- 
semane, when He was pouring out His soul unto 
death for the sins of the world. " The servant is 
not greater than his Lord." He must consecrate 
himself to the will of God, put himself as an offer- 
ing upon the altar of sacrifice as Christ lid. The 
follower of Jesus Christ must not only learu how 
to obey, but how to live in continunl unquestioning 

4. — Faltli. This is the girt of God, When the 
three other conditions are fulfilled, God will give 
sanctifying faith. The faith that apprehends the 
blessing, that takes hold of the gift, that turns the 
promise into realization. Faith la the hand that 
knocks, the voice that speaks, the eye that sees. 
Conquering faith will not be denied. It Is the 
violent taking bold el the Kingdom of God by force. 
Conquering faith is not only active, energetic, 
commanding, but is also humble, trustful, reliant, 
confident. Faith leans upou.Hini who has spoken, 
and " crys, It shall be done." He is faithful who 
promised, who also will do it. Oh, -tor trust that 
brings the triumph.

He sent for 30me| 
special friends, and to them he confided the safe| 
lteeplng of Quakerism, and mado them promise 'to| 
see that Quaker literature was widely spread, io|

With George Fox's death Quakerism received Its j 
first real hlow. Though for years the society kept ; 
up Its active evangelical work, it began to retire ; 
wltain itself and lost its first love for the dying I 
world, content In keeping Itself pure and unworldly, 
These gave their promise and George 

Lay Dawn in Peace, 
murmuring, "All Is well, the seed of God reigns 
over all, and over death itself. Though I am weaft j 
in body, yet the power of God is over all." 

A little later, he appeared to have a great deal o£ 
pain. Someone bent over him and asked -if hs !?£# 
sufU-Sing. 

" Never heed," he said, " the Lord's power is over 
all weakness and death." 

■He lingered till Wednesday, and then, without & 
struggle, closed hiB eyes and was with Jesus. 

On the Saturday he was buried. From all parts 
oE England Quakers came to the funeral, which waa 
an Immense one. The little meeting house In 
Whitehnrt Yard wa3 crowded, and for two hours, 
one after another got up and gave their testlmoas;. 
to the love they bore George Fox, Then the cafS# : 
was taken by tender hands to its Inst resting-plse*; 
and followed by a tremendous concourse of people,.

Sunhlll Fields,

The greatest prayer meeting In the world is held 
outside the great mosque at Delhi, India, every 
Friday morning, and is attended hy three thousand 
to four thousand men. It is a very lmpre=sive 
sight, these throngs in that large enclosure, all 
gathered witb the object of worship. One sees all 
tbese men in the first position of prayer, then in 
the second, and then in the third. Est =ot r. 
woman there. That is the sacred enclosure, and 
no —oman would he permitted to go inside. 

Among the Hindus every woman is taught to 
worship her god. She has her household gods. 
Men here their ;:ouschold gods, too. The men's 
gods are consecrated, but the women's gods are 
not, for fear ~he should pollute them. Moham- 
medanism, on the other hand, excludes women alto- 
gether: and just outside the wall of that great 
enclosure in which there are three or four thousand 
men, you might see twenty or thirty poor old wo- 
men, who eome to get hat little crumhs of eomfort 
they can outside the wall.

A tot bottle Is then often of no use, and 
the best way of warming the feet with a view to 
procuring sleep is to stand In cold water, ""and 
then rub the feet with, a rough towel.
